The  importance  of  4-H  Club  work  began  to  take  hold  of  the  farmers  and  agri¬ 
cultural  leaders  as  the  results  of  the  accomplishments  of  the  corn  clubs,  cotton

clubs,  and  pig  clubs.  As  this  idea  of  work  with  youth  spread  over  the  country, 
following  the  passage  of  the  Smith- Lever  Act,  National  leaders  of  this  youth 
activity  were  appointed  for  the  North,.  Wrest  and.  South.  The  enthusiasm  and  imagi¬ 
nation  of  these  leaders  aroused  the  interest  of  State  extension  directors  to  appoint 
State  Leaders  of  Boys  and  Girls  Club  Work  and  develop  the  program.  By  the  time 
the  Smith-Lever  appropriation  reached  its  maximum,  it  became  evident  that  more 
Federal  funds  were  needed  for  Extension  Work. 

The  second  congressional  act,  Capper-Ketcham,  appropriating  funds  for  Extension

Work  specifically  required  that  fair  and  just  proportions  of  funds  appropriated  under 
this  Act  be  used  for  the  promotion  of  the  boys  and' girls,  club  work.  Later  with  the 
passage  of  the  Bankhead- Jones  Act  appropriating  additional  funds  for  Extension  work, 
it  was  understood  much  of  this  money  would  be  used  in  providing  additional  leadership

Likewise  in  the  Bankhead-Flannagan  amendment  increasing  Federal  funds  for  Ex¬ 
tension  work,  4-H  Club  work  was  repeatedly  referred  to  in  the  hearings  and  on  the 
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floor  of  Congress ,  indicating  the  great  interest  of  Congressmen  in  4-H  Club  work. 

They  assumed  that  much  of  this  additional  money  would  be  used  in  the  counties  for 
additional  leadership. 

During  this  period  of  time  since  the  passage  of  the  Bank he ad- Jones  bill  the 

number  of  4-H  Club  members  within  the  States  has  increased  more  than  half  a  million. 

*  * 

During  this  same  time,  the  personnel  specifically  assigned  to  4-H  Club  work 

in  the  Federal  office  has  been  decreasing  to  the  point  where  we  have,  at  present, 
two  people  devoting  full  time  to  4-H  Blub  work.  One  of  these  will  retire  in  the  near 
future.  There  are,  at  present,,  three  of  the  four  regions  without  the  leadership  of 
a  4-H  Club  field  agent,  the  Western  Region  having  been  without  a  field  agent  for 
some  time.  It  is  recognized  and  desirable  that  the  States  look  to  the  Federal  .office 
for  leadership  in  the  development  of  a  National  4-H  Club  program. 

4-H  Club  work  is  recognized  in  the  Land-Grant  Colleges  of  Agriculture  and  Home 
Economics,  by.  members  of  United  States  Congress,  by  captains  of  industry,  by  legis¬ 
lators  in  the  States,  and  by  the  public  in  general  as  the  most  important  rural  youth 
organization  in  our  country.  If  this  interest  and  support  is  to  be  maintained  and 
justified,'  we  must  have  adequate.  National  4-H  leadership. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  we  recommend  that  the  Director- of  Extension  Work  in 
the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  be  requested  to  take  immediate  action  in 
the  appointment  of  a  National  4-H  Club .Leader  with  an  adequate  4-H  Club  staff  that 
will  provide  the  help  needed  in  each  of  the  four  regions. 

We,  the  members  of  the  Extension  Subcommittee  on  4-H  Club  Work,  again  make 
this  recommendation  at  the  repeated  and  urgent  requests  of  many  State  4-H  Club 
Leaders  and  State  Extension  Directors  in  all  of  the  four  regions  of  the  United  States.
